He disclosed that he and his 
378 crew members and technicians 
had sailed under sealed orders, not 
opened until they were at sea, al- 
though he acknowledged that even 
before that he had “put two and 
two together” and figured the des 
tination was New York.

Barrels to Firm as Full Indemnity 
for Seized Properties. 


Payment of 9,000,000 


MEXICO CITY, March 8 (AP).— 
A settlement with the Sinclair oil in- 
terests, indicating a break in the 
world-wide boycott established by, 
big petroleum interests when Mex-’ 
ico expropriated their properties 
two years ago, was reported re- 
liably today. 

Disclosure of a plan to pay the 
American firm 9,000,000 barrels of 
oil as full indemnity for its seized 
properties was made by one of 
President Lazaro Cardenas’ closest 
advisers. 

The informant said the settle- 
ment plan, brought here by Mexi- 
co’s Ambassador to Washington, 
Francisco Castillo Najera, would be 
signed within a few days. 

The Ambassador himself 
strengthened this opinion after a 
three-hour interview with Cardenas 
and officials of the Government 
oil monopoly. He said the Presi- 
dent would make an announcement 
“before'I leave and I hope to re- 
turn to Washington next Monday 
or Tuesday.” 

As outlined, the Sinclair settle- 
ment would involve little or no 
cash, and the 9,000,000 barrels of 
oil—currently valued at about §7.- 
000,000—would be furnished over a 
period of years as yet to be deter- 
mined. 

The predicted agreement was re- 
garded in Government circles as 
the first step toward favorably con- 
cluding the controversy that burst 


when Cardenas seized the holdings 


of 17 United States, British and 
Netherlands companies in March, 
1938. 

One Government official said the 
agreement would: 

1. Break the united front the 
world’s powerful oil corporations 
have maintained against Mexico; 

2. Provide transportation facili- 
ties for Mexican oil in world mar- 
kets, since use of Sinclair tankers 
was said to have been guaranteed. 

3. Establish a diplomatic prece- 
dent for settlement, thus eliminat- 
ing the excuse for official inter- 
vention by home Governments of 
the various companies; and 

4. Establish Mexico's capacity to 
pay compensation. 

Principal differences between the 
expropriated companies and the 
Government have been their valua- 
tions of the seizures. The com- 
panies contended their properties 
were worth $400,000,000 while Mex- 
ico, put the valuation at a fraction 
of this, $15,000,000,

jury. : 
He explained he took no action 
in connection with the 1936 vote 
frauds because he didn’t want to 
interfere with the Federal Govern- 
ment’s cases.

Graves testified he never had 
heard of any wide-open gambling, 
or liquor law violations until the 
Southern grand jury went to work. 
He said he never had hear“ Kan- 
sas City referred to as “an open 
and notorious city.” 

The prosecutor said he was “re- 
luctant” to drop an assault charge 
against Charles Gargotta which 
was continued through 27 terms of 
court through five years.

Dr. Albert H. Hamel, who began 
to minister to the fll back in the 
days when doctors visited their pa- 
tients by driving a horse and buggy 
es far as the roads went and rid- 
ing the horse the rest of the way, 
will celebrate his golden anniver- 
sary of active practice next week— 
dy attending a reception in his 
donor and then returning to his 
office to start in on another decade.

Many of 
the patients at whose births he of- 
ficiated and whom he treated as 
children for chicken pox and 
measies, are now prominent mem- 
bers of the community. 

It will be 50 years ago next 
Wednesday since Dr. Hamel re- 
ceived his diploma as a member of 
the class of 1890 of the old St. 
Louis Medical College, at com- 
mencement exercises held in the 
old Memorial Hall at Eighteenth 
and Locust streets. In those days, 
the school term began early in 
September and ended in March, be- 
cause most of the students were 
farm boys who had to get back to 
their homes for the busy spring 
season. 

Dr. Hamel was born in DeSoto, 
Mo., 73 years ago, the son of a 
pioneer resident of Southeast Mis- 
souri who had a harness and farm 
implement shop on the old Potosi- 
St. Louis stage road. He can re- 
call hearing his father tell of driv- 
ing an ox team up the road to St. 
Louis to get his supplies, and re- 
turning to DeSoto to sell them. 

After his graduation, he returned 
to DeSoto to practice as a country 
physician for 18 years. “I some- 
times have a nightmare thinking 
how many miles I must have ridden 
horseback, day and night, over 
those terrible roads and those 
places where there weren't any 
roads at all,“ he says now. 

Since 1908 he has been practicing 
in South St. Louis. He has had 
his office and home at 1460 South 
Grand boulevard since 1919. He 
has been president of the medical 
societies of St. Louis, Southeast 
Missouri and of the State, and a 
member of the State Board of 
Health. 

If he had his career to live over 
again, he says, it would take the 
same form. “Absolutely. Medicine 
is a wonderful thing. There isnt 
anything like ft.”

Union Electric Co. is one of the 


— largest subsidiaries of the North 


American Co., which also has sub- 
sidiaries in Milwaukee, Cleveland 
and Washington, D. C. 

The holding company, one of the 
largest in the United States, report- 
ed that on a new basis of consoli- 
dation of actounts of subsidiaries, 
net income for 1939 was $20,718,862, 
which after payment of preferred 
dividends, was equal to $1.99 a 
share on the 8,573,467 outstanding 
shares of North American common 
stock. This compares with $1.84 ‘a 
share in 1938, when ‘accounts’ of 
subsidiaries for that year are 
consolidated on the same basis. 

Review of SEO Inquiry. 

The report reviews at some length 
the developments in -the Union 
Electric investigation which have 
been told in the Post-Dispatch.) 
These include the disclosures of 
extensive political and legislative 
activity in Missouri, padding of 
expense accounts by company em- 
ployes and former officers, a large 
slush fund procured from “kick- 
backs” collected by former officers, 
and the ousting of three of the for- 
mer high executives—Louis H. 
Egan from the office of president, 
Frank J. Boehm from the executive 
vice-presidency, and Albert C. Laun, 
ace lobbyist, from a _ vice-presi- 
dency. 

The report tells of the removal of 
George K. Miltenberger and Her- 
mann Spoehrer as vice-presidents 
and directors of Union Electric Co. 
after they had made admissions in 
statements to the SEC, which have 
been published by the 
Post-Dispatch, and the employment 
of these two former officers at re- 
duced salaries in connection with 
operations of the company. 

Accounts Padded. 

“In their statements,” the report 
says, “and in statements bearing on 
the investigation made by certain 
other officers and employes dis- 
closures have been made, including 
the padding of expense accounts 
and the obtaining of cash refunds, 
in one case from insurance repre- 
sentatives and in another from 
equipment vendors. It was asserted 
that these activities and the dis- 
position of the funds were carried 
out under orders from one of the 
former officers. The amounts in- 
volved in the statements of Messrs. 
Spoehrer and Miltenberger, ex- 
tending over a period of about 
eight years, aggregated ‘approx- 
imately $155,000.” 

The report mentioned the indict- 
ment of former Vice-President Laun 
and another employe by a Federal 
grand jury on perjury charges and 
the damage suit for $300,000 filed 
in Circuit Court by former Vice- 
President Oscar F. Funk, who al- 
leged that he had been forced to 
resign in June, 1938, because of 
his refusal to follow improper ac- 
counting practices on orders of su- 


periors. The Laun perjury case 
is pending, and the other employe 
indicted for perjury, Fred J. Mar- 
tin, a rural sales engineer, pleaded 
guilty and was fined $501 and sen- 
tenced to six months in jail. After 
serving 10 days he was placed on 
probation. The Funk suit is pend- 
ing.

USSIA’S demands on Finland, in whatever semi-official form 
Ree may have been couched, are so sweeping in scope that even 
their acceptance as a basis for discussion seems improbable. Al- 
though the Finnish Government is maintaining the greatest reserve, 
neutral diplomats here feel that Moscow has adopted tactics of a 
conquering Caesar and by so doing threatens to destroy the possi- 
bility of real peace discussions instead of opening the door for nego- 
tiation. N 
These are among the first reper-;lieve that the present Finnish Gov- 
cussions from Stockholm reportsjernment would consider a settle- 
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of the Soviet proposal for settle- 
ment of the Russian-Finnish war, 
supposedly made known through 
the Swedish intermediaries. As yet 
there has been no denial in Stock- 
holm of the severe, uncompromis- 
ing details attributed to the Krem- 
uns so-called basic peace terms. 
Unless these are seriously exag- 
ated—and neutrals here do not 
W believe this to be the case—it would 
appear that Moscow has blundered 
into provoking a much more ener- 
| getic aid for Finland. As for the 
Finnish authorities, there is strong 
intimation that the Soviet govern- 
ment will either have to tone down 
its demands very considerably or 
pigeonhole them in the Kremlin. 
There is no indication that peace 
by capitulation will be considered 
or accepted by the Finnish Govern- 
ment. 


Official Statement. 


Last night, the following brief 
statement was issued by the Bureau 
of Information: 

“According to information in pos- 
session of the Finnish Government, 
the Soviet Government is believed 
to have planned the presentation 
of demands to Finland more far- 
reaching in character than those 
presented last autumn. Details of 
these demands, however, are so far 
lacking.” 

Although the statement does not 
say so definitely, it implies that 
the Kremlin has not presented an 
official peace project to Helsinki. 
It appears more likely, therefore, 
that a general outline of the basic 
Russian demands has been made 

to Swedish intermediaries or may 

have been communicated here un- 
officially. Since the Finnish Gov- 
ernment has never closed the door 
to an honorable settlement and 
peace with security, it would be 
studied carefully here. Neverthe- 
less, one cannot escape fhe fact 
that the Finnish statement de- 
scribed the reported Russian de- 
mands as “more far reaching” than 
those made by Moscow last autumn. 
This coincides with Stockholm re- 
ports that Russia’s demands are 
extensive and include most of the 
Karelian Isthmus, a strip encircling 
the northern part of Ladoga, the 
Petsamo outlet with its nickel mines 
and also possession of Hango. 


Effect of Terms. 


If these terms are accurate, Fin- 
land would be robbed of all pos- 
sibility of self-defense against So- 
viet Russia; and their acceptance 
by the Finnish people would be 
most difficult to envisage. Even

It 
seems difficult to regard these two 
developments as isolated from each 
other. Obviously, a strong Polish 
action against the Soviets could not 
fail to encourage the Finns great- 
ly and should definitely increase 
their possibilities of resisting. 


Finland’s Friends. 


Once again it is important to 
take into account the possibilities 
opportunities of Finland's 
One can- 
not believe that it would be to the 
interest of Sweden or to those of 
Great Britain and France to facili- 
tate in any way the imposition of 
a “Nordic Munich” on Finland. 
Sweden is now compelled to con- 
sider whether far-reaching Russian 
demands would not threaten its 


own future safety, while the western 


Allies must ask themselves whether 
a mock peace between Finland and 
Russia—if such a thing were con- 


ceivable—would be tolerable for any 


European democracy. 

For reasons which are clear and 
inescapable, it can be said, there- 
fore, that the Finns are not the 
only ones who must weigh the Rus- 
sian demands with great care. Un- 
til these demands have been con- 
firmed it is difficult to say more 
than this while stressing the fact 
that decisions must be faced in oth- 
er capitals quite as much as in 
Helsinki. 

As for Finland, the spirit of its 
army and its people remains un- 
broken. It should be encouraging 
to the Finns that there are no 
signs that their most powerful 
friends are resigned to “write off” 
or abandon Finland. 

It would seem more apparent to- 
day than ever that Finland’s fate 
depends chiefly on how clearly its 
friends recognize that it should 
neither be allowed to fall nor be 
forced into a capitulation which 
would violate the deepest sense of 
justice of every Finn. In this sense

PARIS. 


HERE have been more deaths on the German home front since the 


beginning of the war than there have been on the Western front. 
The struggle within Germany becomes more bitter day by day. 


According to authentic secret in- 
formation, this is how things have 
been going. In Russia, the Bol- 
sheviks took over small businesses 
and said they Sovietized them, that 
is to say it was the State which 
became the owner, but in reality 
it was the privileged members of 
the Communist party into whose 
hands these businesses passed. In 
Germany, Dr. Ley, chief of the La- 
bor Front, secures for the Nazis 
ownership of one-man businesses 
and artisans’ workshops which have 
been requisitioned for national de- 
fense. This has not been done, 
however, without considerable op- 
position from the small shopkeep- 
ers who, with a number of peas- 
ants, are directing a sabotage cam- 
paign. Although the opposition to 
the regime is not organized, it is 
growing week by week, and it 
forms an invisible front, the famous 
Home Front against which the Hit- 
ler regime will one day crash. The 
actual day, however, must largely 
depend on the importance of, the 
aid which reaches the Home Front 
from outside Germany. For my 
part, I believe Hitler will succumb 
within three months of the day he 
launches his offensive—and launch 
it he must! 


Killing of Von Fritsch. 


My agents in Germany have been 
able to collect details concerning 
the murders, not only of Gen. von 
Fritsch, but of other persons as 
well. Hitler has instituted a sort 
of permanent thirtieth of June (that 
was the date on which he ordered 
the murder of Capt. von Roehm 
and my brother Gregor, and oth- 
ers).

A member of the Slack Front, 
an agricultural engineer named 
Walter Nicksdorf, was murdered 
on Sept. 12; the same day the SS. 
Leibstandarte executed the Rev. 
Dr. Bunzel, who was mobilized as 
an officer and in command of a 
battery of artillery. The Rev. Dr. 
Bunzel was known. throughout Ger- 
many for his magnificent courage 
in fighting Nazi paganism. Also on 
the same day, a technical adviser 
of the German Railways, Dr, Hein- 
rich Krevet of Breslau, was mur- 
dered. Dr. Krevet was mobilized as 
an officer in Poland. The Nazi 
charge against him was that of 
being in touch with the enemy; ac- 
cording to the Nazis he was too 
well disposed toward the Polish 
population. f 


Other Reported Killings. 
On Sept. 16 one of the most im- 


portant members of the SA was 
murdered; he was a Reichstag 
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Deputy nimed Meyer-Quadde. This 
man was on Hitler’s list for as- 
sassination of June 30, but he 
escaped. He was mobilized and 
murdered in Poland, a fact which 
enabled Hitler and Goering to 
memorialize his “heroic” death be- 
fore the Reichstag. Thus the man 
murdered by Hitler becomés a na- 
tional heio. 

On Sept. 14 Georg Beyer, chief 
of a Nas motorized battalion, was 
murdered, Somebody blundered 
and the death was listed as an un- 
fortunate accident.”

Germany Remakes Central Europe. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
LTHOUGH the present European 
war shows an unusual paucity of 

military action, the opportunity afforded 
for the working of social forces not 
been impeded. The resettlement of the 

Reich, involving the expatriation of Ger- 

mans from many neighboring countries, 
is such a movement that bulks large in 
coming events. 

The German people have had the his- 
toric task, devolved both from their geo- 
graphical position and from their status 
as the chief e<jonents of an advancing 
medieval et Ah, of Christianizing and 
of civilizing the Slavic peoples. 

This great process, started over 400 
years before the Pilgrims reached Ply- 
mouth Rock, has resulted in the settle- 
ment of large numbers of German na- 
tionality throughout Eastern and South- 
eastern Europe. 

. 


Now, however, these Germans are be- 
ing recalled to the Fatherland. Most cer- 
tainly, Hitler is planting Germans in the 
most strategic areas. Poles are being 
moved out of the Polish Corridor and 
the Silesian region, and Germans are be- 
ing brought in. 

No doubt, solid blocks of Germans 
have been planted in strategic military 
areas of Bohemia and the Vistula Basin. 
On the other hand, Poles have been 
moved into concentrated, compact areas. 

This great reshuffling process, being 
accomplished under the aegis of a most 
efficient central authority, can but have 
important results in coming events. 
Through it, Adolf Hitler is silently but 
surely winning the war in the East for 
Germany. When the time for settlement 
comes, even though he may lose in the 
West, the Allies will face definite, con- 
crete, completed facts. 

On the basis of nationality occupation, 
Poland can no longer claim the Polish 
Corridor or Silesia, because there are 
no Poles there. And not even the Allies, 
victorious as they may be, can deny the 
flaming principle of nationalism which 
flaunts itself under the. term of “self- 
determination” of peoples. 

Not only will Germany thus obtain 
new territories, but by their strategic 
location, combined with the concentra- 
tion of Poles, Czechs and Jews into open, 

unfortified and economically untenable 
positions, these states will become, in 
reality, military and economic slaves of 
a Greater Reich. 
. . . 

Faced with this situation, what can 
the Allies do? Granted they may undo 
the Nazi work by restoring the status 
quo existing prior to the war. But this 
would reopen all the wounds of misery 
and sorrow consequent to such mass 
movements. And then in a world war- 
weary, bitter and weak, could such ac- 
tion be effected with either the skill or 
the speed of the present Nazi regime? 

Thus, if Hitler is allowed time enough 
to effect his plans, Europe may witness 
a complete reorientation of history based 
on this new German re-colonization ac- 
tivity.. Nobody can foresee the ultimate 
consequences, or what nation or group 
of nations will either benefit or lose, but 
one thing is certain—that a silent, re- 
lentless change is brewing on the West- 
ern plains of Poland that will rise one 
day to haunt the statesmen of Europe.

THE WAGNER ACT REPORT. 

The work of the Smith committee investigating 
the National Labor Relations Board, now reported 
to Congress, is a mixture of conflicting attitudes 
toward government and labor, of personal feeling 
and of serious study. Some of it is good. Some 
of it is bad. The anti-administration chairman, 
whom the Roosevelt command tried to purge two 
years ago, and two Republicans support the recom- 
mendations. Two New Deal Democrats are vigor- 
ously opposed. 

The best approach to an appraisal is not through 
the findings of the committee or by way of a criti- 
cism of the law itself. It is instead through a 
consideration of other legislative situations which 
provide calm analogies. 

Take first the Truth-in-Securities Act, passed at 
the outset of the New Deal, seven years ago. It 
was designed. to meet a need defined with tragic 
clarity by the stock market crash. From the mo- 
ment of its enactment the Securities Act provided a 
fundamental protection certain to stand as a per- 
manent gain. But the law was not perfect by any 
means. It gave rise to legitimate complaints of un- 
fairness at certain points. And so Congress altered 
it here and there in the light of experience. Today, 
the refined Securities Act is accepted with little con- 
troversy. 

The Frazier-Lemke Farm Mortgage Moratorium 
Acts provide another example. The first of these. 
hastily drawn, evoked much criticism and eventual- 
ly was killed in a unanimous decision of the Su- 
preme Court. The second law, written expressly 
to overcome the objections to the first, had no dif- 
ficulty in winning the Supreme Court's approval. 

The Wagner Act is and will continue to be the 
Magna Carta of American labor. But it, too, has 
its flaws, its rough spots. Its avowed purpose of 
encouraging collective bargaining convinced many 
business men and employers that the law was unfair, 
that it erred on the side of labor against the fair in- 
terests of capital. The report turned in to Congress 
yesterday is the culmination of a long discussion and 
agitation for changes, some of which are required for 
the sake of harmony if for no other reason. 

One recommendation appears to attack the very 
heart of the law—namely, the principle of collective 
bargaining. It would change the law so that bar- 
gainers would not be compelled to make counter- 
proposals. It is of the essence of collective bargain- 
ing that each side, in good faith, formulate proposals. 
Therefore, this proposal of the Smith report, if adopt- 
ed, apparently would make meaningless the require- 
ment that employers and employes bargain col- 
lectively. 

But there are other items in the report which are 
decidedly fair. One of these would make mandatory 
the issuance of subpenas for appearances at hear- 
ings upon the request of workers, employers or 
unions. Another would forbid the reinstatement of 
workers who had willfully engaged in violence or 
the destruction of property. 

Congress should study this report carefully, It 
should study equally carefully the dissenting judg- 
ment of two members of the five-member commit- 
tee. It should use the committee’s work as a means 
of refining and perfecting the law and not as an in- 
strument for emasculating it. The introduction of the 
report at this time so Congress will have ample 
time for study is to the credit of Chairman Smith. 

Here is a task that calls for wisdom, skill and pa- 
tience. It must be done with the interest of the 
whole country at heart.

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A NEW DEAL FOR SCHOOL CHARITY FUNDS. 

Charitable school funds privately controlled by 
former Superintendent Gerling, who used them for 
speculative purposes, have now been entrusted to a 
representative committee of teachers and other em- 
ployes of the Board of Education: This appears to 
be a solution to the administrative problem raised 
by Dr. Gerling’s misuge of the funds. For although 
the next Superintendent unquestionably would pro- 
tect these funds and see that they were used for 
the intended purposes, including the purchase of 
lunches, éyeglasses and other things urgently needed 
by poor children, it is only sensible to make that 
a responsibility of a representative committee. 
Teachers and other school employes subscribe ap- 
proximately $90,000 a year to these funds. They 
more than any other group have an interest in 
the proper use of the money.

NE HUNDRED years ago 

when a St. Louisan wanted to 

rid himself of a moaning molar 
or a barking bicuspid he took his 
courage in both hands and sub- 
mitted himself to some one of about 
a dozen dentists who had come to 
this outpost of civilization to allay 
the tooth troubles of the city’s 
population, then 16,469 people. If 
he were lucky and chose one of 
the. more up-to-date practitioners 
who happened to own a “hypnotiz- 
er,” he might get the job done 
while under the influence of an 
anesthetic, but the chances are 
that he just sat down in a rococo 
dentist chair and groaned while 
the tooth-puller of his choice ap- 
plied a turnkey, twisted the gimlet 
handle and uprooted the offending 
tooth by main force. 


Nowadays the process is consid- 
erably different and to celebrate 
the progress made in dentab sei- 
ence over the past hundred years, 
300 dental societies throughout the 
United States will hold centennial 
dinners during next week and the 
American Dental Association will 
begin a three-day centennial cele- 
bration in Baltimore, Md. on 
March 18. 


The St. Louis Dental Society will 
observe the occasion with a dinner 
at the Hotel Statler Monday. At 
this dinner Missouri's contribution 
to dentistry will be reviewed by 
Dean Benno E. Lischer of the 
Washington University School of 
Dentistry. 


According to E. E. Haverstick’s 
History of Dentistry in Missouri.“ 
a Dr. Paul was St. Louis’ and Mis- 
souri’s first dentist.. In those days 
no code of ethics prohibited 
dentists from advertising for 
customers and in the Louis- 
jana Gazette on Dec. 
Dr. Paul inserted this ad: 
“A well bred surgeon dentist, Dr. 
Paul, has the honor of informing 
his friends in particular and the 
public in general that he is pre- 
pared to practice in all of its 
branches belonging to his profes- 
sion, viz: extracting, cleaning, plug- 
ging and strengthening the teeth, 
also making artificial ones. Those 
ladies and gentlemen who may 
favor him with their confidence 
shall be immediately attended to at 
their own lodgings, by informing 
him at his residence, at Mr. Valois, 
where he has on sale a variety of 
merchandise on very moderate 
terms.” 


There is indication that for about 
10 years, Dr. Paul had the field to 
himself, but the records show that 
this pioneering tooth-puller even- 
tually abandoned dentistry for the

Between 1840 and 1850 advertise- 


ments show that at least 12 dentists 
had moved in to serve the fast- 
growing city and the following de- 
scription of St. Louis by a dentist 
practicing here in 1850 pictures their 
life at that time: “We had scarcely 
reached the fullness of time in 
knowledge in any direction, and 
civilization was not on the same 
footing as now. There was a 


broad divergence in many respects, 


and if one found himself in con- 
tact with the semi-barbarous peo- 
ple, ignorant of the amenities of 
cultivated society, he had to make 
the best of it and give and take 
whatever was the order of the day. 
Among a heterogeneous population, 
the dentist was required to face 
conditions and not theories. In 
many instances he led a strenuous 
life, and might be called on at 
any moment to vindicate his honor 
by accepting the gage of battle.“ 


Along about this time one A. D. 
Hayden, a dentist, not to be out- 
done by the flowery advertisements 
of his competitors inserted a 
seven-stanza poem in the People’s 
Organ. It reads, in part: 


Hold on, Thou man! that foetish 
breath, 
That cankers every lung, 
Speaks of a grim approaching 
dea 
And years of fell disease. 


It tells that ere your life has 
reached 
Its high and destined summit, 
That you, without those pearly 
teeth, 
Will have to sit and gum it. 


I’ve brushes lots to clean your 
teeth, 
And tools to pull them out; 
I’ve gold to plug the hollows with, 
And powders for the mouth. 


And to avert a creeping doom, 
And save a fee on Pills, 6 
Just call in at Hayden’s room,

An idea of what Dentist Hay- 
den’s equipment might have been 
can be gleaned from the collec- 
tion of early instruments of tor- 
ture gathered together in the Den- 
tal Museum of the Washington 
University School of Dentistry. In- 
struments at that time were or- 
nate and cleanliness was sacri- 
ficed to decoration. Mother of 
Pearl was quite the thing and 
the handles of many items of equip- 
ment were made of that material, 
in which were set garnets and bits 
of amber.

N 1846, ten years before the 
| s. Louis Dental Society was 

formed, one Dr. Silvers was al- 
ready advertising painless den- 
tistry. It might have been pain- 
less tut it sounds awful in the 
ad: “Dr. Silvers, having arrived 
in thi city, and having supplied 
himself with all the latest improved 
instruments, in the Eastern cities, 
for the extraction of teeth, by the 
severliig of a ligament that binds 
the teeth to their sockets, charges 


to peculiar styles of work, lowness 
of prices, special modes of operat- 
ing, or to claim superiority over 
neighboring practitioners, to pub- 
lish re of cases or certificates 
in the public prints, to go from 
house to house to solicit or perform 
operations, to circulate or recom- 
mend nostrums, or to perform any 
other sirhilar acts.” 

In 1866, the first dental school 


-of the State was opened. It was 


called the Missouri Dental College 
and Homer Judd was its first dean. 
Washington University School of 
Dentistry is the successor to the 
Missouri Dental College and with 
the St. Louis University School of 
Dentistry and the Kansas City- 
Western Dental College form the 
list of three schools in Missouri 
now offering courses in dentistry. 

At the time of the organization 
of the St. Louis Dental Society in 
December of 1856, the city which 
had by then grown to almost 78, 
000 people, had 29 dentists. And 
from that time on the records con- 
tain many contributions by St. 
Louis and Missouri dentists to the 
profession of dentistry. 


In 1838 Charles Merry of St. Louis 
Invented a drill for preparing cav- 
ities. In 1868 J. B. Morrison of 
St. Louis patented the Morrison 
dental chair, still in use in the of- 
fices of some of the older practi- 
tioners, and in 1870 patented the 
Morrison dental engine. In 1867, 
G. A. Bowman was the first to 
demonstrate the use of gutta per- 
cha points for filling root canals. 
In 1871 G. V. Black invented the 
all-cord dental engine and W. N. 


Morrison :nvented the root screws 
and reamers, screw wire and taps, 
used for anchoring large fillings 
in place, In 1867 H. J. B. McKel- 
lops invented clasp bending pliers 
and John G. Harper invented discs 
for separating teeth. 


ESIDES” then e inventors, 

who are only a few in the long 

lists of Missouri dentists known 
for outstanding contributions, many 
of them have written bookson den- 
tistry. George B. Winter’s books 
include those on “Exodontia” and 
the “Impacted Mandibular Third 
Molar”; Edward H. Angle wrote 
his Malocclusion of the Teeth while 
@ resident of Missouri; Hermana 
Prinz his Dental Formulary and 
his Dental Therapeutics; Martin 
Dewey was the author of a work 
on Practical Orthodontia, and Ben- 
no E. Lischer has published a text 
on The Principles and Methods of 
Orthodontics and translated Si- 
mon’s Diagnosis of Dental Anom- 
alies and his Norm Concept in 
Orthodontics. 

Besides being one of the oldest 
dental societies in continuous exist- 
ence in the United States, the St. 
Louis Dental Society has boasted 
many prominent members of the 
profession who have contributed 
much toward dental science in the 
fields of invention and literature. 
Many of chem will be honored in 
“The Cavalcade of Déntistry” to be 
presented at the Dental Centenary 
Dinner on Monday night. This 
“Cavalcade of Dentistry” will be 
the dramatization of important epi- 
sodes in dental history and show 
the progress of dental science from 
the days when all the dentist need- 
ed was a turnkey and a few cus- 
tomers with moaning molars to 
make a living, up to the present 
day of gleaming offices, modern 
equipment, scientific study and rec- 
ognition as a prominent branch of 
the healing art.

How very simple it would have 
been to make the contract!

The best method of assuring com- 
munication between the two hands, 
however, would be to lead a small 
diamond from declarer’s hand and 
duck in dummy.
